Sugar beets paid the American farmers $62,924,000 for the 


$41,016,000 in 1922. 


Four years ago a 
single. federalized railroad brakeman on an Idaho “beet road” drew 
$700 “for one month’s service; the aggregate must be large! 

A sugar tariff protects the wages of American farmers and em- 
ployes, as compared with the cheap labor of Cuba and some other 
sugar countries. The money so raised helps support the govern- 
ment; otherwise it would have to be raised by other forms of taxa- 
tion. Even though some sugar must be imported, local sugar makes 
the nation practically independent of foreign monopoly that with no 
home competition could exact its own price. 

It would be poor business to cripple an industry that pays the 
American farmer $62,000,000 a year, the railroads and the factory 
workers at least as much, and makes the nation independent of a 
foreign monopoly on sugar. _ 


FARMERS TAKE NOTICE

Findings following a 
hearing have been signed by Commis- 
sioner Daugherty, which show. that 
certain provisions of the permit were 
violated, including, among others, the 
failure to deliver copies of the permit 
to prospective subscribers for stock 
and that a change was made in the 
permit without the authority of the 
department. 

One of the’ misrepresentations 
charged against M. H. Murray, who 
apparently was given a free hand in 
the management of the oil company, 
was that the company owned 40 acres 
of land in the Coalinga field, when, 
in fact, it merely had an option to 
purchase this property. It was also 
alleged that representations were 
made that the corporation was earn- 
ing 20 per cent annually on $150,000, 
when these representations were 
known to be false.
